Geneva, Ill., April 2—(#)—A cor- 
oner's jury today recommended that 
a deputy sheriff who shot and killed 
an Aurora woman during a liquor raid, 
be held to the Kane county grand jury 
for prosecution on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 

The jury reached its verdict after 
spending the day hearing witnesses 
tell of a raid on the night of March 
25 on the home of Joseph DeKing, of 
Aurora, during which DeKing was 
beaten into unconsciousness by Deputy 
Roy Smith, who also shot Mrs. Lil- 


shot and wounded the deputy who had 
killed his mother. 
Mrs. DeKing Killed. 

' The jury found that Mrs. DeKing 
had come to her death from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by Roy Smith dur- 
ing a raid on the DeKing home. The 
shooting was termed unnecessary and 
the warrant orn which the raid was 
made was called illegal by the coro- 
ners jury which asked the grand 
jury to inquire into the warrant also. 

Gerald, slim, fair-haired and dressed 
in knickers, was the principal witness 
at the inquest. He told how he had 
shot and wounded Smith after watcn- 
ing the deputy club his father into in- 
sensibility and shoot and fatally 


wound his mother. 

“I just picked up a revolver and 
shot him,” said the boy without a 
quaver in his voice. “I didn't aim. I 
just shot.”

Smith , , ital cot in Higin 
earlier in day had told the jury’ 
Mrs. DeKing was pointing a pistol at 
him when he stumbled and shot her 
accidentally after the boy shot him. 


Mother at Telephone. 


Gerald said his mother was seatcd 
at a telephone calling for help ,when 
Smith fired at her and that he him- 
self did not shoot until his mother 
had fallen. 

He was playing with his toy air- 
plane, he said, when the deputies first 
arrived, Hig father, he related, had 
gone to bed and George Stafford, who 
operates a filling station in front of 
the DeKing home, was sitting with 
him. Stafford, he said, told the raid- 
ers that he was not the proprietor. 
“Then,” said Gerald, “one of them 
went to the basement and came back 
up as big as you please with some 
wine daddy hat there.” 

The boy said he awoke his father 
who told the raiders to get out or 
show a search warrant which he said 
they failed to do. His father took 
one of the deputies and pushed him 
out and the others left and returned 
later with other officers, related the 
boy. 

Smith Pushes By. 


He said he answered the door when 
they knocked the second time. “I 
didn't want to let them in, but Smith 
pushed by me,” related the witness. 
“I tried to get to dad, but Smith 
pushed me away. Then I tried to 
get to the other side of the table, but 
Smith beat me to it and hit dad over 
the head with his gun and dad fell. 
Then he shot mother and mother fell, 
then I picked up a revolve. and shot 
him and he fell. I didn’t aim. I 
just shot. I got a wet rag and washed 
daddy's face, then they took both 
mother and dad away.” 

Joseph DeKing, the boy’s father, 
was almost as dramatic in his testi- 
mony. Pacing back and forth on the 
stage of the village hall, he mapped 
out the scene in his home when the 
raiders arrived. When they first ap- 
peared, he said, he ordered them from 
his home because they failed to show 
a warrant. : 

Fires Gun Inte Air. 

DeKing said he fired his pistol in 
the air as they left. When they re- 
turned, DeKing said,: he snatched two 
pistols and started back to the door 
and was struck over the head. He 
heard two shots and saw his wife 
fall, then remembered his son wash- 
ing his face. He said he was dragged 
from his home by officers who hand- 
cuffed him. one of them remarking, 


“Let's Give Him Another One.” 


Peter DeKing, Joseph's brother. 
exhibited the shot-marked tablecloth 
from the dining room table in an ef- 
fort to prove that ‘Mrs. DeKing had 
been shot whole she sat at the tele- 
phone. He was called to the home 


but did not see the shooting. John 
DeKing. Joseph's father. said his son 
was not at home at the time two 
undercover agents said they bought 
liquor there. .

LEASED FOR USE 
OF NEW GAS CO, 


Central Public Service 
Corp. Will Establish 
Headquarters at Peach- 
tree and Harris. 


20-Y EAR RENTAL 
PUT AT $500,000 


Structure of Four Stories 
and Basement Will 
House Local and District 
Office Operations. 


Establishment of the Atlanta head- 
quarters and executive offices for the 
southeastern district holdings of the 
Central Public Service Corporation, 
which recently purchased the gas util- 
ity service in this section, in a central 
office structure was disclosed Tuesday 
with announcement of lease of a large 
building on Peachtree street by the 
corporation. Detait® of the transaction 
were obtained from D. C. McClure, 
operating vice president of the organ- 
ization. : 

The structure to be designated as 
the gas company's central offices has 
been leased for a period of 20 years 
at an aggregate rental in excess of 
$500,000. The building occupies the 
southeastern corner of Peachtree and 
Harris streets and contains four 
stories and basement, all of which will 
be required by departments of the gas 
company for its local and district of- 
fice operations. The building, gener- 
ally known as the Buick building, 
having been used for headquarters of 
the Buick Motor Company for some 
time, is regarded as one of the most 
prominent structures of its kind in the 
downtown section. 

Remodeling Plars. 

Approximately $100,000 will be 
spent in remodeling the building to 
suit the ‘requirements of the gas com- 
pany, Mr. McClure stated. “We hope 
to establish the. central offices of our 
Atlanta southeastern division home 
there by May 1,” the vice president 

f the Central Public. Sersice Corpo- 
ration reported. © The’ compatryplans 
to open branch offices. in other por- 
tions of the city to facilitate in serv- 


ing patrons of the domestic gas de- 
partment, Mr. McClure said. 

The property leased for the home 
of the gas utility organization is 
owned by the Schaul interests, repre- 
sented by Henry Schaul. Jesse Draper, 
of Draper-Owens Company, handled 
the transaction, which constitutes one 


of the largest central property leases 


of the season. 

When remedeled and put into oper- 
ation, the gas company’s central office 
will house approximately 120 em- 
ployes in the clerical and sales de- 
partments, while an operating force 
of about 300 employes will be main- 
tained. Kxecutives controlling opera- 
tion of the company’s holdings through- 
out the southeast, in addition to those 
of the Atlanta domestic and industrial 
gas and sales departments, will have 
their offices in the gas company's 
building on Peachtree and Harris, Mr. 
McClure said. 

Actual remodeling of the structure 
will be started today. when a con- 
struction crew will begin work on the 
second and upper floors. While the 
ground floor is being temporarily oc- 
cupied by a furniture concern, it will 
be vacated in time for work to be 
undertaken in this portion of the 
building by Saturday, Mr. McClure 
stated. 


Customer Accommodation. 


According to the plans announced 
by the operating vice president, the 
first floor of the building. when com- 
pleted, will be devoted customer 
accommodation departmenfs and mer- 
ehandise display of domestic and in- 
dustrial gas supply equipment. On 
the second floor will be located the 
executive offices and offices for the 
engineering department for Atlanta, 
locally, and for the Atlanta district 
headquarters of the 2&to 30 gas prop- 
erty holdings in the southeast. 

The offices on the third floor will 
be for the accounting department and 
records. The fourth floor’ will 
equipped with a large assembly hall 
and employes’ recreation rooms. The 
assembly hall will be a feature of the 
gas company’s home, Mr. McClure ex- 
plained. It will be used for public 
demonstrations in home service work 
and also will be placed at the call of 
civic societies and other public or- 


‘ganizations for use ip activities of 


these organizations, Mr. McClure 
said. The large basement of the build- 
ing will be equipped with shops .and 
laboratories and other requirements 
of the testing and service departments.

“Mrs. brandt wished to reward 
certain informers who were in the 
prison by having them paroled, and 
when the Atlanta parole board failed 
to agree with her she began finding 
fault with. the administration,” Mr 
Snook stated. 

“I felt that the recommendations 
for parole of the prisoners should be 
a matter of my judgment and my 
conscience and not dictated by my 
superiors, although I endeavored to 
comply as far as possible with her 
views. I never failed to receive and 
execute administrative orders from 
the department.” . 

Mr. Aderhold, Breniman and Clint 
W. Hager, district attorney of the 
northern federal district of Georgia, 
all remained ailent concerning the re- 
ported pending indictment of Snook. 

The federal grand jury met Tues- 
day, but as far as could be learned 
nothing concerning .the matter was 
submitted to it or considered by it. 

Thus far only five of the “key” 
men in the prison have been changed 
from their former posts, but it has 
been indicated that other shifts vill 
be made as the probe continues’ 

There are 168 employes at the iIn- 
stitution with 127 .of that number as- 
signed to the disciplinary force con- 
sisting of guards and officers.

Attorney-General Mitchell today  en- 
tered a formal denial of charges. that 
additional department of justice agcnis 
have been sent to the Atlanta fedcral 
penitentiary recently for a further iu- 
vestigation of the record of former 
Warden John W. Snook. 

Ihe attorney-general not oaly de- 
nied that department agents have been 
sent to Atlanta, but declared also that 
no court action is contemplated 
against Snook. 

Press dispatches from Ailauia dur- 
ing the past three days have curried 
reports that several -department of 
justice men were on the scene pre- 
pared to make an investigation of 
Snook’s management of prison uffairs 
coincident with his forced retirement 
on April 1. During the same veriod 
rumors have been current both here 
and in Atlanta that Mrs. Mabel Walk- 
er Willebrandt, assistant United 
States attorney-general, in charge of 


odds with the former warden over the 
department’s espionage system, was 
considering plaus for having him in- 


dicted, 
Breniman at Pen. 

Among others it had beeu reported 
positively in Atlanta that C. lL. Bren- 
iman, special agent of the departi.ent, 
was at the penitentiary as Mrs. Wil- 
lebrandt’s personal representative and 
was quartered in the home of Deputy 
Wardéi A. C. Aderhold, acting as 
warden pending the appointment of 
Snook’s successor.

jury to Pierson's estate where an iu- 
quest was held. 

The nurse, whose name was not 
made ptblic, testifiel at the inquest. 
but authorities said afterward they 
were not satisfied with her testimony 
and an autopsy was ordered per- 
formed. 


Newspapermen were barred from 
the inquest and autopsy and it wax 


ore the autopsy wns 
Rae patton Bow made public, some of 
the details of testimony presented to 
the coroner's jury. 
They said the nurse, the chief wit- 
Ieee testified that Pierson had been 
under the influence of liquor late last 
night, and-had fallen on the floor of 
hig room. She said she and Mrs 
Pierson attempted to carry him to a 
bed, but were unsuccessful, and that 
Mrs. “Pierson put a pillow under his 
head and -told her to “let him ler 
there until he sleeps it off,” officers 
ynoted the nurse as saying 

The nurse testified that » aes Pier- 
son told her that it was “not unusual” 
for Vierson to be under the influence 
of liquor and for her “not to worry.” 
according te authorities. 

In further testimon 
stated that she went to ierson's room 
about 1 o’clock this morning and 
found him apparently in a deep sleep. 
She said he was breathing. When she 
returned to his room about 5 o'clock, 
she said, he was not breathing and 
that, ‘becoming .frightened, she sum- 
moned a doctor. 

When the physician arrived he at- 
tempted for an hour to revive Pier- 
son, but failed, the nurse said, and 
then summoned three other doctors. 
Another effort: was made to revive 
Pierson, but he was dead. 

Late this afternoon it became 
known, that the nurse had testified 
before the coroner's jury that she had 
overheard a quarrel between Pierson | 
and his wife in Mrs. Pierson’s room 
late last night. 

Mrs. Pierson later took the stand 
and verified the nurse’s statement, 
saying that she and her husband had 
argued for about an hour, and that 
Tinally she persuaded him -to go to his 
room. Mrs. Pierson testified that 
her husband was drunk and that when 
he entered his own room he stumbled 
and fell. 

The coroner's jury then recessed un- 
til* it could receive a report on the 
autopsy.

He has a smooth, true golf swing, that is al- 
most flawless in its style. it is the type of swing that makes golf look 
and feel comparatively easy. He has made correct balance or correct 
weight shifting a matter of instinct. He isn’t constantly fighting errors 
that creep into so many swings. He has no faults to think about or 
to worry about. Only an almost flawless golf swing could keep fine 
timing operating for six months on a stretch. He hits a golf ball as 
Walter Johnson once threw a baseball, with his weight always in the 
right place, with a smooth, easy motion that gave no sign of great effort 
and yet collected the results. 3 

No golfer with 2 faulty swing could have done what Horton Smith 
has done. And most of the great golfers have certain faults they have to 
watch—too much right hand—faulty foot work or faulty balance—the 
tendency toward tension and lifting. the head—lack of co-ordination be- 
tween arms and body—loss of putting touci—or something else. Few 
golfers are great from the tee to the bottom of the cup.

LEGISLATURE OPENS 
SESSION IN FLORIDA 


Senate Seat Is Contested But 
No Other Matters Halt 
Formal Program. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 2.—(P)— 
Florida’s 22nd regular legislative ses- 
sion came into official being at noon 
today as senators and representatives 
from every section of Florida respond- 
ed to the rap of the gavels in their 
respective chambers. Generally smooth 
sailing marked the first formal meet- 
ing of the 128 men and one woman 
who answered today’s roll calls. 

Today’s formal organization of “the 
two legislative forces prepared the 
members for reception tomorrow of 
Governor Doyle Carlton's recommen- 
dations, to be presented to them in 
joint session at 11 o'clock by the chief 
executive. 

Seat Is Contested. 

The contest of George W. Scofield, 
of Inverness, against the seating cf 
kK. J. Irby, Citrus county, and sena- 
tor from the ninth district, provided 


the only departure from the carefully 
prepared formal organization progranis 
that were instituted at both houses. 
Although neither the contestant nor 
Irby were present at today’s meeting 
of the upper house, charges filed ear- 
lier by Scofield were brought into dis- 
cussion of the senators to bring a 
temporary halt to their organization 
schedule. 

Toth houses were brought to order 
in the presence of nearly as large and 
colorful audiences as viewed last 
night's democratic caucuses. Invoea- 
tions in the house aud senate preceded 
the business of organizing that occu- 
pied the upper house but one hour and 
the lower body 30 minutes longer. 

Officers Installed. 

Senator J. J. Parrish, of Titusville, 
and Representative Samuel W. Get- 
zen, of Bushnell, were formally nomi- 
nated, elected and installed respective: 
lv as president of the senate and 
speaker of the house; These features 
were in accordance with the informal 
nominations at last night's caucus 
meetings.
